band orchestra, in dress uniform, 
atruck up "Hall to the Chief." Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt of N( w York, who had 
ibaen spading an hour with the pres- 
M«it, caiM down a tew minutes later 
und joined the other governors In the 
ired i>arlor. A.s the orchestra struck 
»ip the inspiring sitiaina of "My Coun- 
try, 'Tls -of Thee," the, reception be- 
tran, the pretewMto tl ias being m»49 by 
Colonel Bingham, I'nited States army.

Louisville, Dee. 12.— The- A. F. L. 

took lip the third clause of the k so- 
lutions with referen<e to labor unions 
of Porto Rico. I'lJon this matter the 
convention adopted a declaration 
recommending to all affiliated unions 
whose trade or calling is pursued in 
Porto Rico, that they take prompt ac- 
tion for thf; purpose of disseminating 
information in Porto Rico necessary 
to give the Porto Ricana oppoituuity 
to heccHK allied with national or in- 
ternational trade associations in Amer 
ica. It was also recommended th.u ttie 
American national unions have thea- 
constitutions translated Into tne Spau- 
ish langiiag? and that the Ii|c0tnin2 
executive ccaucil of tbe American 
Federation of Labor take action 
promptly to carry out the plan uud 
purposes of the American labor move 
menl In Po;.'o Rico, :)|ij)roi)ri€>tin:.,' 
000 to cany this resoKit.on into eile. 

The convention concurred in reso- 
lutions previ <iisly presented, declaiiiig 
unalterable op|)i)sition to the anw 
scalping bill now tjcfoie the •. Jiufflit.et: 
on foreign and inteiaj;ace cuaimerce lu 
both houses of cu^gress. An on.n.ait a 
discus?:ou arose over a resolution :^r 
a labor i.oitfolio in the eaoinifi, npo.. 
which tjie while committee repiJ.. i 
adversely. Tbe adverse report ol ine 
committee was cohcurred In by a vote 
of 78 to 47, thus killing the resolution. 

The convention took adverse aciion 
on a resalt.tion instriuling the e.vc- 
cutive couucil to prepare and eudtiav- 
or to secure the passage of a bill in 
congress which will restrict imm.gra- 
tion. A bill introduced in the house of 
repreaPiitativi s by Congressman Wil- 
liam Astor Cbanler of New York, de- 
signed to correct abuses suffered by 
seamen in the merchant marine, wi.s 
indorsed by the convention. A reso- 
lution favoring the reiital of the 1 ii 
nols state convict parole law was 
tabled. Reaolutlona advocating re- 
duction of tbe tax on beer to Its form- 
er levy of $1 per bfirrel, were non-con 
curnd in. the cor.unittee slating tha 
it "could not conceive that the brew- 
ery Interesta of tbe countiy need or de 
sire any assistance from the Federa* 
i^u o; Labor." 

The following resoiiitious were con- 
curred in; Favoring an umeudment ol 
the law to provide for only one class 
under which men shall be empl'-yed 
in the Lulled States navy yards, n: 
the slanilard rate oi w.ige.s as rcceiv,,i 
by the various unions iu the district 
in which the navy yards are situated; 
favoring free school books in all the 
puli!;c y< hnols of the country.
